Sir, 


At  about  7.00  a. in.  on  tho  morning  of  tho  19t'’  Doconbor,  19^  1,  Just 
co  the  dotachn-nt  were  about  to  sit  down  for  breakfast,  Privnto  R.  Raid, 
R.A.M.C.,  who  -.tos  on  3entry  duty  fron  6.00  o.n.  to  8.00  n.r.. ,  came  down  to 
tho  Dining  Hall  and  reported  to  Buchan,  M.M. ,  R.A.U.C.,  that  tho 

building  WT3  surrouniod  by  Japancso  troops.  Captain  Banfoll,  R.C.A.M.C. , 
Ci.M.S.  Buchan,  Sgt.  Watt  and  myself  proccodod  to  tho  first  floor  of  tho 
building.  Horc  wo  saw  thrt  Irivrtc  Raid's  stntonont  had  boon  perfectly 
oorroct  and  that  Jnpnnosc  troops  woro  r.;l  around  us,  althoug  at  this  stage 
nono  of  thorn  woro  making  forthc  building.  Wo  all  wont  back  to  tho  Dining 
Hall  and  Captain  Banfoll  and  i*M.S.  Buchan  had  a  discussion  on  tho  subject 
and  they  then  informed  all  tho  troops  and  tho  A.N.S.,  and  St.  John'3 
Anbulnnco  personnel  th"t  if  tho  building  woro  attacked,  or  looked  ~e  though 
it  rare  likoly  to  bo  attacked,  tho  policy  nould  be  to  surrender. 

Whilst  thoso  instructions  were  being  givon  sovoral  of  tho  p  rsonnol  '.cro 
keoping  a  look-out  from  tho  windows  and  ono  of  then  roport -d  that  a  largo 
nunbor  of  Japanese  woro  approaching  tho  building  "ith  maohino  guns.  A  fow 
nononts  Inter  a  banging  wr.s  hoard  on  tho  doer  and  a  lot  of  shouting  in 
Japanuso.  3,.K.S.  Buchan  ordered  Pto.  Mohan  to  opon  the  door.  This  order 
.as  carried  out.  '.7o  pilod  all  our  ams  in  tho  contro  of  tho  Dining  Hall 
and  wont  out  of  the  building  with  our  hands  nbovo  cur  heads.  Y.o  woro  grootod 
by  about  100  Japanese  troops,  who  shouted  and  prodded  us  into  lin>-.  They 
thon  sent  in  a  soarch  party  to  boo  if  any  noro  pooplo  woro  loft  in  tho 
building.  In  the  ncantino  ono  of  tho  Japancso  soldiers  lay  down  in  front 
of  us  with  an  automatic  rifle  on  a  tripod  and  'ran  it'  around  u3.  When 
tho  search  perty  cam©  back  \©  woro  soparatod.  The  soldiers  being  pushed 
onto  one  aide  and  the  A.M.S.  and  St.  John'3  Ambulnnco  pnraonnol  onto  tho 
other.  They  thon  searched  us  and  took  all  our  belongings  cxcqpt  watches, 
jowolory,  otc.  Wo  wore  thon  instructed  to  take  off  cur  boots  or  shoos  and 
tunics  or  shorts.  Vo,  tho  scrviconon  prosont,  woro  thon  loft  with  just 
a  vest,  trousers  and  socks.  Af tor  doing  r  'Jar  Danco'  tho  Japancso 
instructed  us,  by  a  wave  of  the  hand,  to  march  off  onto  the  main  road,  this 
v.e  did.  Capt.  Banfoll  renninod  behind.  Aftor  proceeding  up  Island  Road 
for  r,bout  200  yards  wo  woro  halted,  the  ladies  and  nurses  of  tho  S.J.A.B. 
continued  up  tho  road,  whilst  tho  non  woro  taken  up  a  littlo  path,  v.hich 
lod  into  tho  hills.  Wo  carried  on  for  about  ten  minutes  and  looking  back 
wo  could  soo  that  they  -.ere  taking  all  tho  for.inlos  up  to  Lyenun  Barracks. 

Wo  wore  halted  in  a  little  valley  about  half  a  milo  or  so  up  the  hillside. 

It  was  vory  '.nil  sholterod  and  could  not  bo  soon  from  tho  road.  There 
woro,  I  3hould  ostinnte,  about  1,000  Jnpanose  troeps  presont  at  thi3  position. 
Wo  vroro  told  to  sit  down  and  socio  Chinese  civiliar.3,  who  were  with  the  troops, 
cano  down  and  renovod  our  jowolory,  i.o.  finger  rings,  watches,  otc. 

Aftor  remaining  soatod  fer  a  natter  of  3overal  minutes  wo  woro  order  d  to 
got  up  and  proceed  down  tho  hill.  *Jc  owontually  reached  a  small  clearing 
on  a  level  piece  of  ground  which  ran  in  a  slight  slopo  down  to  a  nullah. 

Wo  woro  halted  and  proddod  into  line  facing  tho  diroctlon  of  the  main  road. 
This  brought  us  facing  owoy  from  the  Japancso.  o  heard  laughter  ayon 

bohind  and  thon  suddenly  I  hoard  a  connotion  and  a  loud  moan  from  further 
down  the  lino  and  looking  along  I  saw  that  Sergeant  E.  Watt,  R.A.M.C.,  had 
been  boyonetod.  He  foil  to  tho  ground  and  was  stabbed  several  tinos  whilst 
lying  thoro.  I  thon  felt  a  torrific  hit  on  the  back  of  tho  nock.  Tho 
blow  shot  no  into  the  air  and  spun  no  oorapl. toly  round  and  I  foil  tc  tho 
feround  face  downwards.  I  lay  in  thi3  position  with  blood  pouring  into  ry 
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eyes,  otsra  *nd  mouth,  and  thon  as  qy  brnin  cleared  I  oould  hear  firing  oloso 
at  hand,  end  also  a  great  deal  of  moaning  tying  on  nround  no.  I  oould  also 
h^rxr  thj  Japanoso  tnlkin^  or.i  laughing  quite  oloao  't  hand. 

To  Shoot  2/. 

Th(.,y  canc  ovor  towards  whore  I  lay  and  I  heard  than  loading,  presumably,  a 
rovolvor.  Thiro  ;.rs  a  singlo  shot  firod  an d  thon  n  moan,  which  had  boon  very 
rloao  to  rao,  coosod.  The  Japanese  thon  moved  away  and  I  hoard  several  shots 
firod  ut  varying  intervals  and  a«*tor  oaoh  shot  tha  nooning  lossonod.  I  lay 
still  for  seno  tino  and  lrtor  when  I  venture!  to  lift  up  my  head  to  lock 
around  I  saw  that  a  11  the  troop3  had  reovod  off  but  that  four  Japanoso  sontrios 
romainod  behind  to  guard  tho  3pot.  I  notiood  that  Private  Reid  was  lying 
across  the  bottom  of  ry  l^go,  and  from  his  wound3  it  was  obvious  that  he  was 
dead.  1'rivato  MeFerquhnr  lay  to  tho  loft  of  no  and  it  vr.o  also  obvious  that 
he  too  wrs  dead.  I  pushed  nysolf  clear  fron  tho  obstruction  around  ns  and 
thon  rolled  down  tho  slopo  into  tho  nullah.  I  lay  hero  for  several  ninutos 
quite  exhausted.  I  also  s-  w  that  ft.K.S.,  Buchan  an4  Frivato  ’Jillinms  uoro 
lying  in  the  nullah  and  fror.  thdir  wcunds  it  wns  only  too  obvious  that  they 
too  were  dead.  I  thon  commenced  to  crawl  down  tho  nullah  in  tho  direction 
of  tho  Modioal  Storo.  T7ator  was  nmning  down  tho  nullah  and  I  v»s  getting 
vary  wot  and  was  also  shivering  a  gront  deal.  On  tho  way  down  1  passod  a 
body  lying  in  tho  nullah  floor  and  after  I  had  got  a  few  foot  past  I  h,ard 
a  low  whistlo.  I  looked  around  and  saw  that  it  was  Liout.  Thomas,  H.K.V.D.C. , 
(Field  Ambulance),  who  had  boon  attachod  tc  tho  Colloctlng  Po3t  in  tho  sane 
building  os  tho  Army  Medical  Storo.  Ho  stated  tlrt  ho  intondod  to  stay  whoro 
ho  was  until  nightfall  and  thon  try  to  got  away.  I  told  hin  that  I  did  not 
intend  to  do  tho  sane  but  was  all  for  gotting  down  to  tho  bottom  of  tho  hill 
as  soon  as  possible  and  looking  around  whilst  it  was  still  light.  I  then 
carried  on  down  the  hill  and  after  about  half  an  hour  I  reached  tho  part  of 
tho  nullah  which  overlooked  tho  3toro.  I  could  soe  from  hero  that  tho 
Japanoso  woro  in  occupation  of  tho  building  and  so  I  movod  further  down  and 
hid  in  ar.  irprovisod  shelter  which  had  boon  built  by  the  Salosian  Father  in 
rooidonco  ns  nn  air  raid  sholtor.  I  renr.ined  haro  nil  night  and  on  tho 
following  morning  I  cropt  out  to  have  a  look  around.  Thorn  woro  no  Japanoso 
in  the  actual  vicinity  of  the  storo  although  a  largo  number  of  cavalry  wore 
housed  on  tho  other  sido  of  Island  Road.  I  nndo  ry  way  down  to  tho  football 
pitch  which  was  situated  behind  tho  building  end  fron  haro  I  proccodod  to 
carefMly  approach  tho  storo.  As  I  got  closor  I  noticed  that  there  woro 
several  Japanooo  in  tho  kitchen.  I  docidod  that  it  was  unsafo  to  romain 
near  the  storo  so  I  returned  to  tho  hills.  As  I  pa3sod  tho  front  of  tho 
storo  I  noticod  th 1  several  cots  and  lerrios  wore  parked  in  tho  compound. 

I  doer  dud  tlict  it  was  quito  usoloss  to  attonpt  to  gain  on  admittance  to  tho 
building  so  comoncod  to  mevo  off  up  tho  hill  rlth  tho  object  of  ovontually 
reaching  Taikoc.  I  *.jcs  now  in  a  steto  of  conploto  oxhaustionj  and  was 
obliged  to  ro3t  frequently.  I  carried  on  at  a  3nails  raoo  for  sovoral  hours 
and  thon  had  to  lio  down  for  about  half  on  hour  or  no.  It  was  impossiblo 
to  no  to  carry  cn  any  further.  However,  I  ovontually  dragged  mysolf  to  ny 
foot  and  carried  on.  At  about  four  o' de  ck  in  the  ovoning  I  had  renchod 
tho  Meek  of  houses  which  overlook  Taikoo  Docks  and  Sugar  Factory.  I 
roalinod  that  it  was  phjsicclly  impossible  for  no  to  carry  on  any  further 
this  day  so  I  ontorod  ono  of  tho  housos  and  sat  down  on  tho  floor  for  a  whilo. 
These  houses  had  all  boon  snnahod  and  lootod,  prosur.'bly  by  tho  Chinese; 
furniture  was  broken  and  burnt  and  strawn  all  over  tho  placo.  I  found  that 
tho  setteo  of  n  suito  of  furniture  had  boon  loft  intact  so  I  draggod  this 
into  an  nlccvo  of  tho  room  in  which  it  stood.  I  sat  down  and  found  out 
that  I  had  a  fairly  g:od  view  of  tho  two  paths  which  lod  up  to  tho  house. 

I  foil  fast  asleep  soon  aftor  I  sat  down.  It  was  oarly  next  morning  when 
I  awoke  and  taking  advantage  of  the  din  light  outside  I  wont  scouting  for 
food  and  wator,  all  tho  taps  in  tho  houso  had  boon  smashed  to  piocos  and  tho 
water  turnod  off.  I  soorohod  tho  housos  in  tho  vicinity  but  could  find  no 
food  or  water.  There  wore  n  largo  number  of  doad  boaios  of  troops,  mainly 
Indian,  and  empty  cartridge  casos  and  fiold  telephones.  I  then  returned  to 
tho  house  and  sat  down  agpin.  Aftor  a  short  while  I  heard  footsteps  and 
voicos  bolow  and  looking  down  I  s  w  that  throo  Jepanoso  wore  ontoring  tho 
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houao  via  tho  kltohon,  which  was  diroctly  bo  lor;  whero  I  was  situated,  As 

scon  os  I  heard  thon  oeming  up  tho  stoirs  I  quietly  oponod  the  window  and 

climbod  through  and  dropped  tho  ton  or  so  foot  to  tho  ground  bonoath.  I 

crept  round  tea  sido  cf  tho  heuso  and  lay  low  in  sene  bushes.  I  saw  the 

Japanoso  anargo  ftrom  tho  houso  ond  go  eff  down  the  hillsido  :gain.  I  wont 
back  into  tho  houso  to  think  things  over.  Loss  thnn  half  an  hour  later  I 
again  hoard  footsteps  and  voices  and  looking  down  I  saw  yot  another  four 
Japanoso  a  proaching  tho  houso.  I  ropoated  tv  performance  of  the  time  boforo 
and  whon  they  dopartod  I  returned  to  the  houso.  I  had  by  this  tlmo  decided 
that  it  was  stupid  for  no  to  remain  in  tho  main  part  of  tho  houso  any  longer. 

. /Shoot  No.  3. 

I  wont  down  past  tho  kitchon  nnd  into  tho  basoment.  I  stnyod  hore  for  tho 
rest  of  tho  day.  Sy  t'  is  tiros  my  wound  was  oxtronoly  painful  and  I  ms  bogin¬ 
ning  to  fool  tho  pangs  of  hunpor  nnd  thir3t.  I  ovontually  foil  asloep  and 
slopt  right  through  until  tho  next  morning.  I  again  wont  up  onto  tho  first 
floor  and  straight  away  burpud  into  throe  Ohinooo  civilians.  Thoy  spoko  to 
mo  and  appearod  to  bo  quite  sympathetic  until  ono  of  than  oakod  me  if  I  hod 
any  nonoy.  I  ropliod  that  I  had  not  but  thoy  did  not  appear  to  believo  me. 

Ono  of  thorn  thon  oonmincod  to  try  to  ooarch  mo.  I  naturally  rosontod  thio 
and  pushed  him  away.  Hr.  nnd  one  of  his  oenrndos  thon  went  outsido  tho  door 
and  cc.no  beck  with  a  gardouing  fork  each  and  connoncod  to  rush  at  mo.  I 
stavod  them  off  with  n  picco  of  broken  chair,  but  wos  oventurlly  hit  in  the 
side  by  ono  of  tho  forks,  it  did  not  ponotrate  into  my  flesh  vory  dooply  but 
it  was  sufficient  to  draw  blood.  This  apparently  satisfiod  thon  for  thoy 
wont  off  and  app.jarod  to  bo  quito  ploasod  with  thcnsolvoa.  I  wont  back  into 
the  basement  again  and  rerar.inod  thoro  for  tho  rost  of  tho  day.  I  found  that 
in  tho  front  of  tho  heuso  thoro  was  a  fountain  and  that  the  tap  running  into 
this  oontatnod  wqtor,  although  it  wci3  sonowhot  dirty.  I  drank  about  a  pint 
and  a  few  hourslator  I  had  torriblo  pains  in  tho  stcnach.  However,  thoso 
pains  wont  and  I  was  more  or  loss  alright  again.  I  ronainod  in  thu  houso 
until  tho  26th  of  Doconbor,  although  I  of  course  did  not  know  that  this  was 
tho  date  then.  Turing  this  period  I  had  nothing  to  drink  only  tho  pint  of 
water  which  I  hnvo  mentioned  above  and  nothing  whatsoever  to  eat.  It  ms 
only  on  vory  raro  occasions  that  I  cane  up  into  tho  houso  for  a  look  around. 

I  night  havo  mentioned  earlior  that  whon  I  first  arrived  at  Taikoo  tho  Japanese 
forces  woro  finding  at  the  Taikoo  Sugcsr  Factory  liar  in  largo  numbers  and  ware 
procooding  along  Kings  Rond  and  up  Mount  Tarkcr  Road  and  this  of  courso  meant 
that  I  was  trapped  in  behind  tho  Japanoso  linos  with  littlo  or  no  chanco  of 
gotting  out.  Thus  ny  onfarcod  stay  in  tho  vicinity.  Howovor  on  tho  ovoning 
of  tho  26th  I  docidod  that  I  could  not  go  on  any  longer  without  sonB  farm  of 
drossing  for  my  nound  or  without  uator  or  food  so  I  ventured  out  into  tho 
grounds  onco  again.  I  had  not  gsno  mora  than  a  fbu  yards  whon  I  met  four 
Japonoso  walking  towards  nc.  Thoy  looked  mo  ovor  and  grunted  and  pointod  for 
me  to  go  on  down  tho  pathway  onto  Kings  Road.  This  I  did,  any  ncraont  oxpoctim 
to  got  a  shot  fr^n  behind.  I  wont  on  for  -.bout  25  yards  and  thon  looked 
around  and  un3  astonished  and  pleasantly  surprised  to  find  that  tho  Japanoso 
had  disapponrod  from  ry  viow.  I  continuod  on  dotrn  to  tho  main  road  nnd  thon 
walked  in  the  direction  of  Oausowoy  Ray.  I  met  sovoral  Japanoso  sentries  and 
they  just  locked  me  ovor  and  pushod  or  proddod  no  on  my  way,  mostly  with  tho 
ond  of  a  riflo.  After  -.bout  half  an  hour  I  arrived  at  tho  North  Point 
Intomont  Carp.  Here  a  J  pano3o  with  a  Rod  Cross  Ponnant  in  his  hand  led  mo 
into  tho  carp.  He  3nt  no  down  on  a  chair  and  wont  away  in  scorch  of  senoono. 
ILanwhilc  several  Buropoan  people,  both  nalo  and  fonalo  camo  up  to  me  and  led 
no  into  ono  of  the  huts.  A.N.3.,  nurses  commoncod  to  attend  to  my  wounds 

whon  a  Mr.  Stownrt  orrivod  on  the  scene  and  after  informing  no  that  ho  wts  ox- 
R.A.M.C.,  continued  with  tho  cleaning  up  and  dressing  of  my  nound.  I  wis  vory 

well  treated  by  these  peoplo  and  thoy  Icy  mo  down  on  a  carp  bod  aftor  the 

drossing  was  finished  and  ppvo  mo  a  mugful  of  bakod  boons.  Sovoral  nonbors 
of  the  R.A.O.C. ,  woro  already  intorned  nnd  thoy  woro  most  anxious  to  hoar  what 
had  hoppenod  te  no.  A  Japanese  officor  thon  ccrc  along  and  gfvo  no  a  clean 

shirt  and  a  pair  of  flannels  and  informed  no  that  if  I  chr.ngod  into  those  elcai 

clot  lies  ho  would  attorpt  to  got  r.10  ndnittod  tr  cithor  tho  rpiaon  Mary  Hospital 
ortho  Fronoh  Convent  Hospital.  Ho  said  that  he  did  not  know  if  thoso  hospital.' 
woro  accepting  nilit-ry  casualties  and  it  would  bo  hotter  if  I  vent  in  civilian 
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clothing.  He  gave  mo  Q  chit  of  pnpor  with  Jnpanoso  Tritten  all  over  it 
told  rae  to  stow  it  to  aryono  who  stopped  mo.  I  rrxa  thon  picked  up  and  cnrri 
outside  tho  tfite  airt  plncod  in  a  waiting  cor,  ttoich  turned  out  to  J®  -■ 

property  of  Dr.  Soluyn  Clarke.  This  gentleman  himself  cane  out  and  got  in  and 
wo  cornu  need  cur  Journey.  Ho  arrived  at  the  French  Hospital 
i v  oo  wo  proceeded  traa  thoro  to  tho  'luoon  Mary  Hospital  and  I  wns  Q^nittod 
into  thie  hospital.  I  remained  there  until  tho  January  when  Corporal  ThCTTpeonj 
R.A.M.O.,  cone  from  Bowen  Road  and  brought  mo  to  tho  Military  Hospital,  Bowen 
Road.  I  was  opera  tod  upon  on  tbb  morning  of  tho  6th  January,  19k2*  Qnd 
dischargod  hospital  on  26th  March,  19^2«

An  Indian  Constable,  attached  to  tho  Wongncichong  Police  Station,  sustained 
facial  end  shrrpncl  wounds  lato  in  tho  evening.  Captain  Barclay  arranged  for  him 
to  sloop  in  ono  of  tho  Kodicnl  Sholtcrs  as  tho  Polico  Station  was  under  fire. 

In  tho  aftornoon  Lioutenant  Waodsido,  Royal  Rifles  of  Crnadn,  Hrifcado  In- 
tclligonco  Officer,  told  Captain  Barclay  that  all  tho  Prigc'dc  vohiclos  wero  im¬ 
mobilized  by  slioll  fire  "-id  suggested  th  t  Captain  Barclay,  knowing  tho  local 
topography  vory  mil,  stand  by  at  tho  A.D.S.,  nith  his  car  as  Brigadior  Lawson 
would  like  to  go  cround  the  posts. 

At  about  9»C0  p.m.  Lioutonant  Vieodsido  tr  Id  us  th"t  tho  Japanoso  had  landod 
on  tho  Island.  Captain  Barclay  tolophoned  Fiold  Ambulance  Hoadquartors  and  I 
think  tho:  suggested  him  to  ewait  local  dovolopnonts.  A  fow  hours  later  v.x>  wore 
told  that  tho  Japanese  h"d  roachcd  the  Stubbs-Taih.ong  Road  Junction.  From  rdiat 
I  rom-mber  Captain  Barclay  phohod  to  Fiold  Anbulrnco  *!oadquartors  and  St,  Al¬ 
berts  Hospital  asking  if  wo  should  remain,  at  tho  ...D.S,,  I  don't  know  what  the 
gist  of  tho  messages  woro  but  I  bolievo,  on  Lieutenant  ff-cdsido's  roquost,  tap 
remained  at  tho  A. D.S. ,  no  we  wero  in  tolophonic  communication  with  Brigado 
Hoadquartors.  Wo  aweitod  thoro  for  a  fow  hours  until  wo  foiuid  it  impos3iblo  to 
escape.  Tho  Japanese  had  apparently  suddenly  surrounded  our  locality.  It  tea 
now  about  4  a.m.  on  19  Doc.  mbor.  At  day  break  wo  hoard  a  party  on  tho  roof  try¬ 
ing  to  fbrcc  the  ventilators  open  but  they  .ore  unsuccessful.  Later,  of tor  a 
series  of  explosions,  ;c  wore  able  to  aco  the  St.  Johns  benrors  with  tho  Indian 
constable,  all  in  some  dogreo  injured,  come  out  cf  whoir  sholtors  and  surrondor. 
Although  the  bearers  were  fully  droosod,  completo  with  Red  Cross  brassards,  tho 
J.npano3a  killed  everyone. 

Wo  nwcitdd  inside  the  building  duri  ig  tho  19th  .and  the  morning  of  tho  20th 
hoping  for  a  possiblo  countor  attack  by  our  forcos,  but  from  ..fiat  wo  could  hear 
tho  Japanoso  forcos  appoared  to  bo  everywhere.  Sovoral  times  they  tried  to 
ontor,  but  beyond  spraying  the  doors  and  windows  with  bullets,  no  doterninod 
offort  ms  nvedo.  Captain  Barclay  during  this  time  pas  rather  worried  nbcut  our 
position.  Escape  was  proved  imposaiblo.  Ho  did  not  liko  surrendering,  cur  ra¬ 
tions  woro  low,  wo  Lad  no  apparont  hope  of  relief.  By  tho  sounds  wo  hoard  thoro 
sooned  to  bo  some  wounded  lying  unattended.  Ho  said  it  was  our  duty  to  attend 
to  thorn  no  natter  whr  t  nationality  thoy  were.  Eventually  he  inprovisod  a  Rod 
Cross  Flag  and  pinned  to  it  a  noto  .aying  who  we  woro  and  tho  fact  that  wo  wero 
unarmod.  On  pushing  this  through  a  window  ho  baroly  oscapod  being  shot  as  tho 
Japanoso  oponed  firo  at  tho  first  signs  of  life.  Later  wo  hoard  a  largo  body 
ossomblo  round  the  ...D.S.,  aid  some  trying  to  force  .the  doors.  So  vac  all  cano 
out  and  surronderod.  Wo  wr^  thon  beaten,  securely  .tied  and  our  Rod  Cross 
brassards  torn  off.  Wo  wero  then  brought  boforo  a  few  officers  who  did  not  seom 
to  know  much  Biglish.  After  intcrroj"tion  op  woro  '.gain  b.aton,  Captain  Barclay

bo  firing  tho  brunt  of  it  os  he  did  his  bast  to  oxplain  our  position  os  Rod  Cross 
workers,  .’.nothor  prisonor,  a  Rajputana  Sepoy,  Joined  our  party  and  wo  woro 
drivon  up  the  stream  along  tho  valloy  facing  tho  A.D.3.  This  placo  acomod  alive 
with  Japanoso.  I  would  estimate  thoro  was  "bout  ono  battalion  of  troops  hero 
and  tho  majority  of  those  wo  mot,  although  our  hands  were  fastcr.od,  soonod  to 
think  that  wo  woro  playing  at  running  the  #\untlet.  thon  came  to  an  onoarp- 
evont  on  tho  slopes  of  the  valloy  overlooking  tho  A.D*S. ,  and  fastonod  to  t-.o 
troos.  Tho  Japanoso  seomod  to  have  a  syston  of  tronch  latrines  for  tho 
of  ac comae dat ion,  two  non  to  a  tronch.  Thoso  tranches  w.ro  all  around  us.  soon 
wo  woro  blindfolded  and  except  for  a  periodic  beating  loft  alono.  M  about 
5  p.n.  Privato  Jones  and  Drivor  Happ  woro  taken  away,  and  lntor.  I  estimate. at 
about  lb  or  11  p.n.  L/Opl.  Linton  out  no  freo  from  tho  troo.  /.pparontly  tho 
Indian  Sepoy  had  a  knifo  in  his  trousers  pockot  v.ith  ^iich  ho  frood  hinsolf. 

Then  althoug  ho  was  in  tho  oentro  of  an  am -d  carp  ho  crawlod  around  to  our 
troas  and  frood  Captain  Barclay,  Private  Evuns  and  nysolf.  Captain  Barclay 
dociding,  I  think*  to  head  for  Stanloy  left  us  and  wo  crawlod  through  tho  carp 
hoadingfor  tho  hills  and  Shnukiwan.  '-o  had  docidod  by  now  that  ovorywhero, 
oxcopt  Stanloy  h M  capitulated,  and  vc  hoped  to  cpt  to  tho  mainland  v/horo  wo 
thought  we  would  h  vo  n  bettor  chanco  to  escape.  Only  for  tho  holp  I  rocoivod 
from  Linton  and  Evans  I  would  novor  hnvo  nanngod  to  sot  away  as  I  viis  vory  ox- 
haustod.  In  fact  thay  also  d?d  not  fool  vary  fit  but  thoy  weuld  not  l^ttvo  mo. 

IStor  bout  an  hours  travol  wo  landed  on  Sir.  Cocil*s  Rido  but  we  woro  ret 
by  rifle  firo  from  ab  ut  10  yards  distonco.  Vo  scattered  in  tho  dark.  I  headod 
up  tho  hill  again.  I  waitod  to  seo  if  I  Oculd  contact  tho  others  but  I  could 
hoar  nothing  but  tho  Japanoso.  so  I  docidod  tq  kcop  moving,  hoping  that  Linton 
and  Evans  wore  *>ing  the  sano.  Tho  time  was  '’bcut  midnight  20/21  Docombor.  The 
noxt  morning  I  contacted  Indian  Troops  who  diroctod  no  to  Vontris  Torraoo  whore 
a  Company  Hoadqvkurtors  was.  Tho  tirao  was  now  about  7*30  a.nu  21.12. 1941.
